SMART system contains the EVARS (Extensions and Variances Automated Requests System) module and the ECLASS module.  EVARS is used for foreclosure deadline extensions and variances.  ECLASS is used for HUD and Mortgagee Loan Servicing training.  Types of PII contained include: Borrower’s name, Co-borrower’s name, Social Security Number, FHA Case Number, Loan Number, Property Address, Phone numbers and Email Address.  A typical transaction in SMART includes establishing a loan balance through a daily automated file from A43C, posting payments received either mail or from the pay.gov website, and posting any terminations and/or write-offs.
